The troes suffered 
the most, many being uprootod, The wall of 
the Praya Grando from the Government House 
to Chunambeiro is entirely destroyed, and 
sovoral thousands of dollars will vow be required 
for ityrepair: As usual tho sea rouo abnormally 
high, and houses on the sea froot were flouded, 
whilo the heavy-raius also’ flooded the Rua do 
Campo, the 3. Lazaro district and the fields in 
the suburbs of tho city, So far only ono death
